Rocugster (N. Y.), Oct. 23.—-[By the 
Associated Press.| The city was crowded 
today with Kepublicans from all over the 
country. Senator Hiscock and C. M. De- 
pew arrived early this morning, and James 
G. Blaine at 12:50, The party was re 
ceived at the Central depot by a committee. 
Five thousand people assembied at the de- 
pot. Mr. Blaine spoke here tonight. He 
said in part: 

Mr, Chairman: I beg to bring to your at- 
tention ard to the notice of the audience a 
statement made by Mr. Bayardin a speech 
two weeks ago. I quote his exact words, 
He said: “I want you to think of the 
progress of the United States since these 
tar iff laws were made and what the conse- 
quences are, “ Various inventions have 
come into play since that tariff reached its 
present proportions. Here are some fig- 
ures 1 believe to be readable. They come 
froma high authority—Mr. Edward Atkin- 
son of Massachusetts, who is vur leading 
statistician and an honorable and upright 
man. From 1860 to 1887 the popula- 


ition of the United States increased 


55 per cent. But in the same time the dairy 
products of the United States, cheese, but- 
ter and milk, and all that is created by the 
dairy, increased 75 per cent. In these 17 
years, the preducts of cotton increased 112 
per cent.; the consumption of wool in- 
creased 100 per cent.; the production of pig 
iron increased 285 per cent.; the construc- 
tion of railways increased 223 per cent. 
What has been the result of all the popula- 
tion increasing in so small a proportion to 
all these vast forces which are needfal to 
men’suse? It proves to you that the coun- 
try is making more than the people of the 
country need or can consume?” in reply to 
Mr. Bayard, my first remark is that itisa 
great deal better for a people to have more 
than they can consume than to have less 
than they can consume. Mr. Bayard seems 
to think it is an evil omen if the wealth of a 
country increases more rapidly than its 
population. Ido not, 1 confess, quite con- 
prehend Mr. Bayard’s drift, for my own tn- 
derstanding has been that according to the 
simple rules of political economy, where a 


}pation is incréasing ,in population more 


rapidly than in property there must soon be 
suffering: but where the acquisition of 
property outruns the ratio of inerease in 
population, it means that the Nation is 
growing powerful, wealthy and great. As 
Mr. Bayard has indorsed Mr. Atkinson as a 
statistician and an ecenomist, I will use 
Mr. Atkinson’s figures and tell Mr. Bayard 
where the large proportion of the increase 
of wealth in the United States has cone 


‘under the protective tariff. Mr. Atkinson 


stated in July last that since 1865 the wages 
of foremen, overseers and other specially 
skilled workmen have advanced i88 per 
cent. ; that the wages of average mechanics, | 
carpenters, machinists and the like have 
had an advance of 90 per cent.; that fac- 
tory operatives and others of like grades of 
skill in mechanical arts have advanced 78. 
per cent., and the wages of common labor- 
ers 66 per cent. You will please observe 
that these are not advances over the wage 
rates of some foreign country, but 
over the wages paid in our 
own country a quarter of a century 
ago, and that these advances flow directly 
from the protective tariff. Mr. Bayard wiil 
see then from the authority he indorses 
that this large increase of weaith has not 
gone merely to rich men already wealthy, 

but it bas gone in a larger de than was 
ever heretofore known in the history of this 
or any other country into the pockets of the 
workingmen. If I h searching for 
a witness by whom. the value of the tariff to 
the workingmen of the country ebuld be 
established beyond doubt, I could have 
summoned Mr. Bayard and Mr. Atkinson 
to the stand. Mr. Bayard further gives 
public warning that if we do not take care 
we will produce in this country as much in 
seven months as we shali need in twelve 
months. Well, that is the last thing that 
should alarm Ame people. That fact 

shows above all things our power to shorten 
the hours of labor. 

A REPLY TO HILL. - 

And now let me turn to another topic. 
While 1 was in Indiana, I had the pleasure, 
I had the honor, of frequent notices on the 
stump from His Excellency David B. Hill.

CLASSIFICATION OF FREIGHT. 
Anexchange says: ‘The question of a 
uniform classification of freight is growing 
in interest every day among railroad men. 
There is a great diversity of views on the 


subject, some favoring it with much enthu- 


siasm, ard others opposing it with some 
very sound reasoning, Chairman Cooley, 
of the Interstate Commission, has caused 
no smaliamount of discussion among the 
freight traffic managers by his open letter, 
in which he recommended that the roads 
take some action toward establishing a sys- 
tem of uniform classification, otherwise 
the question was sure to be the subject of 
legislation. The idea was carried that 
railroad men were more competent to ar- 
range the ‘details .than were legis- 
Jators. For the past year and a haif 
the movement has been on _ foot to 
harmonize the ideas of railroad men in dif- 
ferent parts of the cou on one system 
of classification, but with little success. At 
the present time the lines running east of 
St. and Chicago use the official classi- 
fication, the lines running west use the 
western classification, the lines in the South 
have a classification of their own, and there 


is stillanother one in use on the Pacific 


Slope. The subject of making a uniform 


classification is a very complex one. Mr. 
J bh Chapman, freight commissioner of 
the St. Paul and Minneapolis Freight Bu- 
reau, has taken up Judge Cooley’s letter, 
ana in his argument shows that he is a very 
prone opponent of the uniform cla3sifica- 
tion idea. He says: 

“‘*] think the less the Interstate Commis- 
sion has to do with the details of classitica- 
tion the better it would be for all parties 
concerned. The railroads should be lett 
free to develop their own territory. The 
product of one section of the country has 
nothing in common with the uct of an- 
other section. A classification that would 
be reasonable in the Northwest could not be 
worked in the South; neither would a clas- 
sification made to accommodate the North- 
west meet the wants of the East. A rate 
that would pay the Illinois Central on the 
southern division, south of Cairo, would not 
furnish an adequate return for the same ser- 
vice north of Cairo, and vice yersa. The 
New York Central Railroad Company has 
by its liberal treatment of the people on its 
jine, built up a very large local business. 
This has been accomplished without any re- 
strictions upon the part of the authorities 
of New York, and has been the result solely 
of competition and a liberal management. 
Railroads are conducted on the same princi- 
pes as all other businesses. They are all 
after the almighty dollar.and excessive 
rates have the. same tendency, and are as 
injurious to the traffic of a railroad 
company as high prices are to the busi- 
ness of a merchant or manufacturer. 
Consequently the railroads should be left 
as free to meet competition as the merchant 
or manufacturer. The apparent demand 
for legislation restricting railroads in their 
charges may be all right in the main, but no 
attempt upon the part of: the Government 
or its agents should be made to control or 
manage the details, leaving that to the par- 
ties or communities directly in interest. I 
fail to see where the adoption or enforce- 
ment of a uniform classification by the In- 
terstate Commission, that will apply to all 
sections of the .country alike, will remedy 
any sup local eval so long as the rail- 
roads would have the making of the rates. 
Hence the less the Interstate Commission 
has to do with the detailed work of the rail- 
roads, as I remarked before, the better it 
will be for all parties concerned. A rate 
that is fairon cotton in the South, where 
cotton is hauled by trainloads, would not be 
a fair rate tor hauling a bale in North- 
west. What would be a fair rate on wheat 
in Dakota would not be just in all ot 
the country, and what would be a fair rate 


- on lumber in Wisconsin or Minnesota would 


not be afair rate in Nebraska or Kansas,’’ 
SCALPERS. 

Daring the past few years a number of 
ecalipers have taken up their residence in 
Los Angeles, and ifone can judge by gen- 
eral ag pe pa they are all doing weil. 

The life of a scalper is a singularone. He 
isa kind of second-hand dealer, and is al- 
‘ways ready and anxious to show a would-be 
traveler how he can save a doliar. 

The scalpers have a regular organization 
now, and they pretend :to be bitterly, op- 
posed to ali railroad companies, just as 
other classes of fakirs are against law and 
peace officers. Scalpers work a kind of 
confidence game on unsuspecting humanity, 
and hundreds of people who wish to beat 
the railroad companies by buying tickets 
from scalpers are bitten every day, for the 
reason that scalpers’ tickets as a rule are 
worthless. 

Victims seldom kick, for the same reason 
asthatof the poor devil who brings up 
againsta bunco man—he don’t want the 
public to know he is an ass. 

But scalpers are taken in once in a while, 
as the following po! from an exchange 
will prove, and it ought to bé a warning to 

the patrons of sca)pers in this city: 

“Railroad men have not forgotten how 
the scaipers infested Deuver several years 


ago, and dealt in round-trip excursion tick- 


ets t such an extent as to require the ser-

“Many a traveler, attracted 
rates advertised by the sealper, found that 
his ticket was worthless and that his cash 
balance was too small to buy another ticket 
that would permit him to make the desired

vigilant that comparatively few who held 
scalped personal tickets escaped detection. 

“Later the scalpers besieged New Or- 
leans, and the experiences ot their Denver 
victims were repeated. Their patrons 
boarded trains with cheap tickets, upen 
which they had no right to ride, and were 
dropped by the way as the railway agents 
discovered the fact. 

“These-eases were particularly conspicu- 
ous, but the cases are numerous in which 
the ignorance and economy ef a traveler 
have led him to believe that he ran no risk 
in dealing with an outside. party, only tu 
find that he had purchased a worthless piece 
of pasteboard. Nor _is the loss of the 
money paid for the scalped ticket the onl 
one to which the purchaser is subjec 
The interruption of a journey, or the dela 
attending the righting of a wrong of this 
kind—when that is possible—may involve 
greater loss that the price of the ticket 
amounts to. A man may a to pay full 
eash fare and continue his journey rather 
than sustain the loss of time which areturn 
to the point of departure would involve. 

“The patrons of sealpers are victimized 
right along. Many of these cases come 
under the notice of the public and many 
more do not, simply because the victim’s 
pride keeps his lips closed, even when it is 
at the price of the ticket which he procured 
at the scalper’s office. 

‘Last Saturday in Chicago a sharper bal- 
anced up some of these old scores with the 
fraternity by selling them bogus tickets, for 
which he is said to have received in the 
aggregate #5000. The forgeries read New 
Orleans to New York, via Chic and the 
coupons covering the first portion of the 
journey had been torn off. 

“The New Orleans victims of the scalpers 
who read the notice of this occurrence will 
recognize the fitness of the revenge which 
has been taken upon those who have caused 
travelers so great a loss of time and money 
and so much embarrassment. Perhaps a 
victim has taken this means of getting 
even,”

ith regard to its habits, it has always 
confined itself strictly to water, though it 
has been addicted to smoking all its life.

HER SINGULAR MATRIMONIAL 
THOUBLOS AGAIN. 


A Moerriace in Haste That Has Been 
Repented at Leisure—The Woman 
Sick and in Destitute Circum- 

 gtances—A Sad © 


‘From time to time for months past Tur 
Times has called the attention of the pub- 
lic to the sad state of Mrs. J. S. Hal!, who 
is now in a dangerous condition at the Mal- 
lard House, on the corner of Los Angeles 
and Fourth streets. 

The weman has led a most singular life 
during the past four years. In 1884 she and 
her first husband, John Ingersoll, first came 
to this city. Mr. Ingersoll was in the last 
stages of consumption, but his physicians 
expected him to linger several years, and 
Mrs. Ingersoll went back east to wind up 
some of their busiwess. During her ab- 
sence ber husband died suddenly, and she 
was telegraphed for. 

Un her way back to Los Angeles she first 
met Hall, and, as she now puts it, he treated 
her with a great deal of kindness. They 
traveled together to this city and visited 
the cemetery where Mr. Ingerso!l’s remains 
were lying in state. Hall treated her more 
like a brother than a lover, although it 
could be seen, even by the sexton, that he 
had “designs,” and when she wept over the 
decaying features of her husband Hall 
wept too, and it was harder to get him away 
from the corpse than the woman. 

The body was not buried for some days 
after the arrival of Mrs. Ingersoll, for the 
reason that she had some trouble with the 
undertaker. 

In the interim Hall visited the vauit a 
number of times and carried flowers of all 
kinds out, which he ordered the sexton to 
place on the casket. Every time he was 
anxious to know whether Mrs. Ingersoll 
had been out or not. He also paid the sex- 
ton to inform Mrs. Ingersoll, should she 
call, that he (Hall) had plated the flowers 
on her husband’s grave, 

As soon as Hall, who is a tin-horn lawyer, 
learned that Mrs. Ingersoll had been left 
several thousand dollars and a life-insur- 
ance policy for #5000, he made des- 

rate love to her,.and before her 

usband had been buried more than 
a few weeks she consented to become Mrs. 
Hall, and they were married. 

Mrs. Halli states that from that time her 
troubles began. Her new husband set out 
to get possession of her little fortune, and 
he did not give up until he got it. 

He got control of her money on the 
ground that he wished to engage in real- 
estate speculations, 

When the first serious trouble. between 
the singularly mated pair occurred they 
were living in Pasadena, and Mrs. Hall 
came to East Los Angeles to get away from 
her husband’s abuse. He followed her to 
the city, and they engaged in a fight in 
which Hall threatened tu killher. A full 
account of the trouble appeared in these 
columns at that time. 

The Halls were not again heard of until 
an eastern sheriff came out and placed Hall 
under arrest. Mrs. Hall’s sympathy got the 
best of her judgment, and she not only re- 
turned to her husband, but she went back 
East with him and remained by his side 
until he got out of trouble. 

The couple then returned to Los Angeles, 
and the saine old troubles were renewed. 
This occurred some eight or nine months 
ago, and Mrs. Hali has been by herself al- 
must ever since. Shortly after she was de- 
serted she was taken sick and has not been 
able to provide for herselt. She is destitute 
and is in a most frightful condition, and 
should be looked after by the Ladies’ Be- 
nevolent Society.

STREET NUISANCES. 


Standing Teams and Biockades of 
Baitding Material 

There are numérous complaints from peo-. 
ple in this city, doing business on Spring 
street, over the hitching-of horses and vehi- 
cles along t thoroughfare. Many per- 
sons who tie horses in ffont of their places 
of business, leave the animals there nearly 
all day, and if other persons desire to drive 
up to the sidewalk, they cannot da. so be- 
cause the former take up all the available 
space. In front of many places of Dusiness 
on this not too wide street the backmen 
keep their rigs standing. through to whole 
of the day and half of the night. Between 
the hacks, the passing street cars, and the 
hitched teams, driving along this street 
is a thing, and 
stopping temporarily. to do business, imipos- 
sibi . Then, too, the Goritractors of build- 
ings occupy all the available space in the 
streets trom the gutters to the horse-car 
tracks in many pare on Spring street, and 
persons afoet havea preity hard time to 
= along the street from one point to an- 
other, 

If the city has no ordinance regulatin 
the length of time that teams may be Jeft 
in frout of stores, on narrow business thor- 
oughfares like Spring street, the City Coun- 
cil might take a lesson from Boston, where 
only five minutes is allowed, and after that 
time has expired, the rigs are liable to be 
taken to the public nd. Such an ordi- 
nance, rigidly enforced in this city, would 
facilitate business. This ordinance would 
apply only to business streets. In Boston 
teams used in shopping by ladies may stand 
on side streets if leftin charge of a driver. 
These provisions would prevent many run- 
aways and save many broken limbs. The 
city should strictly enforce an ordinance 
that. no teams should be left standing with 
only the customary small weights seen in 
daily use. If this were done the record of 
six runaways in one day made last week 
would not be repeated. | 

The citizens of this city have been 
lenient to those engaged in making im- 
provements to their property up to the pres- 
ent time, but perhaps too much so, as all the 
improvements could be made, as they are in 
larger and better governed cities, if greater 
consideration were paid to the convenience 
of the general public. In New York and 
Boston such encroachments would not be 
tolerated, as are here practiced every day. 
Then why are rinitted here? No- 
body is benefited, but nearly everybody is 
inconvenienced.

SORR THROAT, 

Inflammatory action of any kind in thé nose 
ily extends itself to the thrvat. From 
the throat each breath we draw carries the 
irritation onward and downward through the 
bronchial! tubes: as these are involved the 
supply of air to the lungs becomes duall 
diminished, tubercles may form and bronchi- 
tis end in consumption. “Sore throat” is the 
popular term used in speaking of throat dis- 
eases, differing wid ly from @ach other in 
their nature and treatment. 

The throat comprises the whole space from 
the posterior nares dawn 'to the entrance into 
the windpipe and gullet. The sévéeral parts 
liable to disease are the mucous membrane 
lining the throat, the mucous follicles or little 
glands, which. in health, secrete the lubricat- 
ing mucous, the uvula or pedulus part whic 
hangs down from the curtain of the palate 
and the tonsi's. 

ACUTE OR SIMPLE SORE THROAT. 

The most simp'e form of throat disease is. 
inflammation of the mucous membrane, re- 
opens | from recent cold. It is most prevalent 
in cold or damp weather. The symptoms are 
a roughness in the throat, with a slight pain 
and swelling. ks red and angry 


Tne throat loo 
and the tonue it slightiy coated with white 
fur. Withinafew days small whitish spots 
which Jook tike ulcers, form on the bac of 
the turoat end about the root of the tongue. 
If the attack be mild, these gphthous points 
disappear «t the end of th four days, but 
when more revere they leave behind them 
su: erficial ulcers. When the acute inflamma- 
tion is not entirely removed itis Hable to de- 
nerate intoa chronic form, and graduall 
evelop what is called nular disease, or it 
ma‘ end ina» abcess of the tonsil glands, or 
cause chronic enlargment of the tonsils and 
elongation of the uvula. 
CHRONIC SORE THROAT. 

This, like nearly all affections of the throat 
and nose, usually begins with a severe cold, 
and is almost aiways attended with hoarse 
ness. It is more frequently a mere extension 
of catarrh or eore throat than an original dis- 
ease, the irritation escaping down and fixing 
itself upon the delicate orean'sm of this part, 
}and thence gradualiy journeying onward to 
the lungs. hen it occurs as a consequence 
of catarrh or sore throat, the symptoms are 
comparatively mild. There may be pan but 
it is more common to find only a sense of tick- 
ling which p ovokes cough. Many complain 
of a sensation ss of “something sticking 
there,’’ to get rid of which they keep ba 
rasping effort to clear the wind-) ipe. e 
voice is always more or less affected, being 
roughin the early stage, but more feeble 
after the disease is fully establish :d. There 
is often a slight tenderness over that promi- 
nence of the neck known asthe “Apple of 
Adam” (Pomum Adam), a heat and a sense of 
tightness. and frequently some slight diffi- 
culty in swallowing. 

The causes which uce this form of dis- 
ease are Various. It arises in clergymen and 
public speakers and others from too vioient 
use of the voice. The vy: cal cords me ex- 
hausted and lose their tone from straining 
and overuse. - Dust and all irritating matters 
in the air are liable to be drawn into the wind- 
pipe and produce irritation. It is more often 
a& mere uel to sore throat, the inflamma- 
tion extending down to the larynx by reason 
of the continuity of mucous membrane, 

t from whatever cause it arises it is al- 
ways a serious malady. The chronie form 
threatens the complete destruction ef the 
voice, and rarely ends until it has involved 
the lungs in disease. Every slizht cold. every 
change )n the wea her, every flight of dust, 
feeds the irritation and increases the inveter- 
acy of its hold. 

n the other hand chrenic laryngitis fre- 
quently occurs asa sequel of consumption, 
and is uced, orat east very much arvgra- 
vated, by the irritation of the expectorated- 
matter. Occurring of tuber 
cléa, itis one of the most dist ing compli- 
cations and adds greatly tothe patient’s dis- 
tress. this form there is more or less ul- | 
ceration of the voval chords, beginning on the 
lower side and gradually extending upward. 
These ulcers often penetrate through the 
mucous and celiular membranes, J 
the muscular tissue and not unf a 
tack the ligaments and carti st ves. 

When the laryngeal disease is secondary to 
that of the iungs, and dependent uson it. we 
can onlghope to effecta cure by those means 
1 remove its cause, and these we 
bave considered, and shall more fully con- 
sider, under the head of “Consumption.” 

In addition to inflammation, acute or 
chronic, the larynx is liabie to abscesses, to 
warty growths and to polipi. Under the action 
of long-continued irritation the vocal cords 
become thickened, renderi..g the voice husky 
and indistinct. And again, we may have com-

ls an acute inflammation of the tons! 
which consists of a coliection or mass o 
smail mucuous follicles or glands, whose office 
is tosecrete a portion of the fluid which keeps 
the throat moist. There are .ersons who suf- 
fer every winter, sometimes oftener, with an 
attack of acute inflammation of these glands, 
The trouble begins with a slight soreness 
and swelling, which grsdualiy increases un- 
til the act of swallowing at.iended with 
great suffering. 

These giands are sometimes affected by a 
chronic inflammation. and are found a 
and very much hardened. In such cases the 
secrete a thin. unhealthy, irritating flui 
which is spread over the throsxt, perpetuating 
the disease.

Many pati-nts suffering from a throat dis- 
ease are dyspeptic, and suffer with depression 
of apirits so otten dvesihis symptom pre- 
sent itself thatit may almost be regarded as 
one of the peculiarties. Persons thus 
afflicted have usually the dark and dingy look 
of the face which denotes funciional de 
rangement of the liver. They sre frequently 
emaciated, nervous, hypochrondriacai irrit- 
able and often exhau@ed from other causes, 
in combivatioar with this disease. 


GRANULAR SORE THROAT 


Is the most serious form of throat disease. It 
is so calles because on loekingint» the throat 
grapulations of various sizes are seen. stud- 
ding the membrane and causing it to appear 
rough and uneven. Sometimes these granu- 
lations appear in patehes, but generally they

The Democratic National Committee 
is sending out the cry to all parts of the 
country that more funds are needed, 
and that the federal office-holders must 
make another contribution, although 
they have been very heavily assessed 
already. The letter-carriers in Phila- 
delphia have just been assessed five 
per cent, of their salaries, after having 
paid a previous large assessment. It 
is reported that Mr. Barnum desires 
to take with him to Connecticut, just 
before the election, $100,000, and that 
it is not the purpose to make this draft 
from the large fund contributed by the 
trusts. To secure this sum, a special 
levy is tobe made upon the Govern- 
ment officials in all parts of the coun- 
try, whatever the penalties of the Civil 
Service Act may be, and Mr. Barnum is 
in Washington to superintend the 
levy. 

In-order to-escape the technical pro- 
visions of the Civil Service Act, a letter 
was sent by Barnum to all leading of- 
ficials in Washington, including Gov- 
ernment clerks and Congressmen, ask- 
ing them to call on him at his hotel. 
It is assumed that the language of this 
letter does not put the writer of it 
within the provisions of the technical 
sections of the Civil Service Act which 
forbids the soliciting of a political as- 
sessment of a Federal officeholder by 
another Federal officeholder. But this 
letter is no more a violation of the act 
than the advertisement which is kept 
standing in the Washington papers, 
urging clerks to come and make con- 
tributions. Many of the clerks who 
could ill afford to pay these repeated 
assessments have paid them under the 
implied threats with which the de- 
mand was made. /. 

The Democratic National Committee 
has raised a very large fund, but Dem- 
ocrats who ought to be in a position to 
know say that it has been expended in 
a very foolish and improvident manner, 
and that, as a matter of fact, at the end 
of the campaign the national treasury 
is pretty low of funds. This is the 
reason for tnis last desperate effort. It 
is said that a large sum has been spent 
in Illinois, under the absurd notion 
that there is some chance for the Dem- 
ocracy in that State. A great deal of 
money has been fooled away on small 
newspapers of little influence, and 
much has been sunk in the New York 
Star, which is now daily expecting a 
visit from the Sheriff. This explains 
why so many country newspapers have 
been able to publish a series of large 
cuts. Some of them have rebelled 
against printing these cuts, when it 
was discovered that Nast was the au- 
thor ofthem. 

It is not, however, to the ill success 

which has* attended the campaign 
measures of the Democracy that we 
would call attention, but to the char- 
acter of the campaign. It is essen- 
tially a campdign of boodle—a contest 
carried*‘on with money wrung from 
those who can ill afford the sacrifice 
which such contributions entail, and 
collected in direct violation of those 
principles regarding which the Ad min- 
istration made‘such a flourish of trum- 
pets when it first came into power.

You are probably aware that any _ politi- 
cal party which openly favored the Mother 
Country at the present moment would lese 
sopmsarity, and that the party in power is 
fully aware of this fact. That party, how- 
ever, is, 1 believe, still desirous of main- 
taining friendly relations with Great Brit- 
ain,and isstillas desirous of settling all the 
questions with Canada which have been 
unfortunately reopened since the rejection 
of the treaty by the Republican majority 
in the Senate, and the President’s message 
to which you allude. All allowance mus 
therefore, be made for the liti 
situation as regards the Presidential 
election thus ereated. It is, however, 
plainly impossible to predict the course 
which President Cleveland may pursue in

CLEVELAND (0O.), Oct. 23.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.}] Thomas Axwortby is City 
Treasurer, and very prominent, both as a 
business man and Democratic politician. 
Itisa common remark that whatever he 
touches turns to gold. He has vessels, real 
estate, coal mines, iron ranges and other 
valuable investments. -He has been absent 
for some time, and rumor has been busy 
with his name. On Saturday the Mayor’s 
clerk submitted to the City Board of Revis- 


| ion a partial report of his investigation into 


the business methods of municipal officials. 
‘Still Axworthy was out of town, and yes- 
terday morning the one inguiry on the 
streets was: “Where is the City Treas- 
urer?” Occasionally an. indefinite answer 
was made to the effectahat he was in New 
York. His business and officig] associates 
declared he was there, and was stopping at 
the Windsor Hotel. 

A telegram of inquiry was sent to that 
hotel and an answerreturned. Axworthy 
arrived there September 29th in the morn- 
ing and departed in the evening for Mon- 
treal, Canada. There all track of him was 
lost. Meantime his bondsmen began to in-

Farmers Starving in Dakota—Set- 
tlers Despoiled by Creditors. 

MINNEAPOLIS (Minn.), Oct. 22.—[By the 
Associated Press.| J. Harpman, who has 
just 1éturned from another visit to Ramsey 
county, Dak.,says of the PolishJews sufferers 
there, that their settlement is 17 miles from 
Devil’s Lake, and comprises 70 familfes 
numbering 238 souls. ‘They came here two 
years ago last spring, procured land, bailt 
houses, and went to work to clear the land 
and become independent farmers. Those 
without money mortgaged thetr land, aad
